|The Trmgs has received from ‘The 
Anti-monopoly Party of, California,” 
through R. J. Harrison, Secretary, San 
Francisco, a circular letter inclosing

The twentieth "weclioa, IVth article 
of the Constitution, reads: 

‘*No person holding any lucrative 
office under the United States, or any 
other power, shall be eligible to any 
civil office of profit under this State; 
provided, that officers in the militia, who 
receive no annual salary, local officers or 
postmasters, whose compensation does 
not exceed $500 per annum, shall not 
be deemed to hold lucrative offices.’’ 

General Stoneman is a retired officer 
of the United States army. The pay 
as such officer is over $200 a month. 
It is therefore lucrative. There can 
be no guestion that it is an office 
within the meaning of the section 
above quoted, and one of those offices 
which make a man ineligible to “any 
civil office of profit under this State.”

Lynill worked off the  follow- f follows that General Stoneman can- 


not qualify should he be elected; or 
qualifying—that is, taking the official 
oath as Governor—that he may 
be ousted by legal process, or his 
official acts annulled on_ the 


ground that he is constitutionally dis- is 


abled. He may qualify himself by 
resigning the Federal office, and so 
enable himself to qualify as Governor, 
but he has given out no such inten- 
tion as yet. And as the Federal office 
is worth more in clear money than the 
State office for which he isa candidate, 
and as the former runs for life, while 
the latter runs for but four years, the 
fair presumption is that he does not 
intend to resign his position in the 
army. This presumption is strength- 
ened by the fact that he has held his 
army office ever since he has been a 
Railroad Commissioner, which is a 
State office as much as that of Gov- 
ernor. 

Stoneman’s eligibility as a Railroad 
Commissioner has never been ques- 
tioned. There was no cause to ques- 
tion it. He was in theminority on the 
Board. The people had an interest in 
keeping him there. The railroad man- 
agers had no interest in putting him 
out, for they were sure of the majority 
without him. But what if he had been 
one of two commissioners in favor of a 
thorough overhauling and reform of 
the railway abuses? It would then 
have been the interest of the corpora- 
tion to challenge his right to hold the 
office; and they would surely have done 
so,and as surely broken him of the office. 
Perhaps this delicate tenure of his 
position may have had its influence in 
restraining his opposition to the ma- 
jority to a merely passive resistance 
and harmless protests, which have 
characterized Stoneman’s conduct as 
Railroad Commissioner. 

Should he be elected Governor his 
conduct would as_ necessarily be 
straightened. He would stand in con- 
stant fear of the corporation’s writ of 
quo warranto, commanding him to show 
y what authority an officer of the 
Federal army can exercise the func- 
tions of a civil officer of this State. 
And he could not show it. 

If a Railroad Commissicner or a 
member of the State Board of Equali- 
zation should die, resign or be re- 
moved by impeachment, Stoneman, 
béing in the Gubernatorial office, 
would either be compelled to appoint 
the person dictated by the corporation 
or they would put him out of office 
under the section of the constitution 
above quoted. The Supreme ‘Court 
could not decide otherwise than 
that he is ineligible. His election 
would be as null and void as 
though he were not a citizen, 
subject of some foreign power. In 
}short, the election of Stoneman, under 
such a constitutional disability, would 
be to give the Governorship to the 
railroad company, however much at 
heart he might be inclined to oppose 
their abuses. The legality of every 
Act passed by the Legislature and ap- 
proved by him, if against the corpora- 
tion, might be successfully disputed 
and resisted by this enemy of the State. 
The election of an ineligible man to 
office does not remove the disability. 
It continues after his election, and 
affects all his official acts. How could 
he conscientiously take the oath of 
office. That obligates him to support 
and maintain the Constitution of the 
State. But the Constitution expressly 
disqualifies him for the office, quite as 
much asif he were an unnaturalized 
foreigner. 

No doubt the railway managers 
would be glad to have Stoneman 
elected. They are coached by the best 
of lawyers. They know of his dis- 
qualification, and that is probably the 
reason why their chief telegraphed to 
his strikers at the San José Conven- 
tion to work for Stoneman. Under all 
the circumstances it would be a great 
blunder in the people who really wish 
for radical reforms in the management 
of the railroads to elect this man. It 
would be a movement directly in the 
interest of the corporation and just to 
its liking.

A BLIGHTED LIFE. 


An Old War Governor in His Deso- 
late Castle. | 


Kate Uhase Sprague’s Ambition—Conaling’s 
Mysterious Visit to Canonchet and 
* His Hasty Retreat. 


Letter to the Philadelphia Press. } 

NARRAGANRSET PIER, Sept. 8.—It is 
seldom that any one comes here who 
does not immediately ask to have the 

Hon. Wm. Sprague pointed out, and 
the Mount Hope Hotel bas in him a 
most attractive feature, as he makes 
-it his headquarters. Iam glad to say 
that he is looking better, younger and 
more civilized than at any time during 
the last three or four years. He isnot 
only temperate in his drink, but in his 
conduct. This comes,I am told, of 
his having placed himself under the 
guidance of General Ben Butler. This 
eminent attorney, assisted by Colonel 
Pryor, of New York, and Mr. Patten, 
of Providence, is making a fight 
against the hungry horde new bent 
upon growing fat upon the Sprague 
estate. The sympathy of the people 
here is with Governur Sprague, as he 
is invariably called. Indeed, no one 
who knows the story of his life can 
feel otherwise than the deepest sym- 
pathy for him. William Sprague did 
not go through the hardening process 
necessary to the accumulation of a 
fortune. He inherited his vast busi- 
ness from his father and uncle, and 
entered into public life with all the 
generous impulses of a boy. ‘ What a 
With a strange 
instinct, for it could not have been rea- 
son, he anticipsted the late civil war. 
For two years he maintained at his 
own private expense two full batteries 
of artillery, and when the call was 
made by President Lincoln for troops, 
he was the only governor prepared to 
respond. He marched into Washing- 
ton ut the head of 3000 men, well 
drilled and disciplined, armed and 
equipped. 

A BRILLIANT MATCH. 

His short eareer as a soldier was so 
brilliant that-men regretted his trans- 
lation to the Senate. He was as brave 
as Cesar, and as cool under fire as on 
parade. It wasat the height of his 
career that he met Miss Kate Chase, 
the beautiful and accomplished daugh- 
ter of the Secretary of the Treasury, 


almiest days of France ever presented. 

e wooed, won and wed her with the 
entire approbution of the social and 
political world. It was considered a 
most admirable match. The fact is, 
from the start, it was most unfortunate. 
Kate Chase lost her mother when a 
babe and was brought up by her 
father. Kate grew up a brainy woman, 
but she grew her brain at the expense 
She never loved but one 
man—she never had respect but for 
one man, and that man was her father. 
She had but one objective point in 
life. and that was to make her father 
President. To this she sacrificed 
much, and was prepared to sacrifice 
all— William Sprague included. 

On the other hand, Senator Sprague 
was not only immersed in a_ business 
that mounted up among the millions, 
but he had all that was in him inter- 
ested in politics, at a time when 

litics was reddened with blood and 
invaded every household with intense 
excitement. He soon: found that he 
had no home, and the differences be- 
tween himself and his wife began at 
the end of the honeymoon, and.con- 
tinued until they culminated in the 
scandal of the separation. 


DRIFTING APART. 


The immediate cause of this separa- 
tion was the death of Salmon P. 
Chase. So long as he lived he kept 
peace between the two parties. The! 
remote cause of the trouble was 
money. I suppose Mrs. Sprague was 
the most extravagant woman ever 
married to a millionaire, and William 
Sprague, with all his dislike for his 
wife, was proud of her, and never 
dreamed of putting a limit to her ex- 
penditures until he found himself em- 
barrassed by a debt of nearly $10,000,- 
000, that he had to reucw every four 
months, and which was growing upon 
him with frightful rapidity. He at 
last appealad to his wife, told her of 
his financial condition, and begged 
her, by economizing’ in her mode of 
living, to aid in saving him from bank- 
ruptcy. .She knew very little about 
his business, and, caring less, took this 
as another specimen of his cruelty to- 
ward her. Finding that he could have 
no influence over his wife, he begged 
her to call in some friend in whom she 
had confidence and let him state his 
case. Tothis she readily consented, 
and, to Mr. Spragne’s utter amaze- 
ment, suggested Roscoe Conkling. 
Now, Sprague and Conkling had ae 
sonally, through their political differ- 
ences, been such enemies that they did 
not speak to each other. Mr. Sprague’ | 
first impulse was to object to t 
referee, but so desperate were his for- 
tunes that he concluded to humiliate 
himself and lay bare all his business to 
This «he did 
without any beneficial results from his 
debasement. Sprague claims that 
Conkling encouraged his wife, which 
is most likely a mistake, for she 
needed no encouragement whatever in 
that direction. 

THE SCANDAL. 


It was long after this, and while the 
unhappy Senator was runniag over the 
country striving in every way to save 
himself, that he picked up a paper one 
day and read the story of the Sprague- 
Conkling scandal. The husband, as 
we all know, is the last man ever to 
hear of his wife’s imprudence, and 
this fell on the ruined man with crusb- 


ing force. He returned to Washington 
and challenged Mr. Conkling. More 
prudent and cooler-head friends 


rsuaded him out of this course and 
e withdrew the challenge. He how- 
ever served notice on Senator Conkling 


Shortly after this the gallant Sen- 
ator mysteriously appeared at Canon- 
chet. Senator Sprague had _ been 
called away as a witness in an impor- 
tant law case and expected to be ab- 
sent a week or ten days from his un- 
happy household. I say unhappy, be- 
cause his wife, contrary to his .ex-: 
pressed wishes, came down to Canon 
chet to pass the summer, with ten ser- 
vants and about twenty gay and fes- 
tive visitors.
